this round, for wiih swollen cheeks, right eye closed, Dempsey 
[mocked luoudbwri helpless -against the ropes seven, times. Demp-- 
. sey^nought he had "won when the gong sounded and had to be. 
brought into the ring. Willard, who towered above his antagonist. 
like a lighthouse over a tug, acted like a sick inan. He was beaten 
•and knew it. He swung wildly and feebly while his relentless an- 
tagonist pounded home blows like a great riveting machine. There 
were cries of "Stop it!" "Stop it I" "It's murder'." 


Jess managed to last out the third round and sank into, his 


corner where he was given aromantic spirits of ammonia. He 
tried to smile and then his seconds surrendered the match.

Willard said : 
"In the first round when Dempsey hit me with a left hook I 


tried hard to continue but I was rapidly losing my strength. My 
eye was closed at the end of the third round and I realized .that it 
would be useless for me to continue, as I could hardly see. It is 
hard to admit defeat, but'Dempsey is the hardest puncher I ever 
faced."
